After the service 
yesterday, in my talk with some of the boys, I likened the condition 
of the people here to blind people in a heavy sea, clinging to bits of 
wood, while @ friend in a life boat eame along and, tho he could not 
speak the wame language, tried to disengage the hands that were £0 
tenaceously elinring to the rubbish, and Lift the perishing ones inte 
the boat and save them. Those being rescued thot that enemies were 
trying to take from them their only hope, and'so fought to retain thetr 
hold. | 

Polygamy, eoneubinage, rape, wife-trading, licentiousness, evil 
communications, nakedness, filthiness, idolatry, charms, iIneantations, 
drunkenness and what-not, sven the devil worship, were practiced here 
without let or hindranee until about the middle of the last winter, 
wnen there began to he manifest signs of @ change in sentiment toward 


che gospel and the oleima of ShrisW¥qn the lives of the people. 


Up to that time there were indeed very few signs that out work 
was having any effect at all, WER Out we sowed in tears with the vrome 
ise thas we should reap in joy, An an earnest of the future, my in- 
terpreter was sent to me one evening to ask about the Ghristian life.

I was very sorry not to have seen Dr. Hamilton when he went 
through here but I got the word to late and so missed him at the 
Hotel. 

I will send with this a copy of the letter I send to the Depart- 
ment with the bid for the mail on route #78121. 

I am sorry that the Deer business cannot be so arranged that you 
could give me the handling of a herd at the Nushagak or that the 
Church could not keep a herd there. On day before yesterday I was 
in the office of one of the big fishing companies and they said they 
would be very willing and desirous to have us bid on the supplying 
their canneries in the region of the Nushagak with fresh meat. They 
are soon to consider the bids of cattle men for beef animals and 
would take deer meat if it would be the same to them. I was visited 
to-day by the representative of the Fisherman's Union and have also 
been informed that the Companies are going to make a strong effort to 
get a Government Hospital for the Nushagak. It is supposed that I 
will go as chief Physician and Surgeon for the summer if that can be 
arranged for that a man accustomed to the needs of the business be 
in charge. While the influence is great along this line I am not 
counting this as secured as yet, but it might be that I would go 


back for the coming summer or few summers near to come.

With the closing of the Carmel Mission I think it a good op- 
portunity to make use of those buildings for that purpose at least 
at first.

I have just learned that the last vessel of the season will 
sail for Iliamna Bay early in November, and hasten to be ahle to again 
communicate with you. 

Last winter I wrote you and the Finns, care of the Agricultural 
Agent at Copper Center, and have since written him and also Rev. Clev- 
enger, to return the letters to this Office. 

IT wrote you upon two occasions enclosing to you Lekeens through 
the Moravian Missionaries at Nushagak and in each case asked them to 
hire a native to take the letters to you at Lake Iliamna, I hope 
that you have received those letters ere this. We have taken every 
opportunity to send you letters, but do not wonder, that, so far re- 
moved from a post office you evidently had not received them when you 
wrote last, 

In my first letter to you by way of Nushagak I gave you instruc- 
¢ions to move the herd back to the Bethel herd on the Kuskokwim. After 
writing that letter we received your letter asking permission to estab- 
lish a station at Lake Iliamna, Your request was granted, and a sec-= 
ond letter to Nushagak, to be sent you by the hand of a native, was 

written stating that you could locate a camp at or near one of the 
native villages around Lake Iliamna,. Later on we reeeived your request 


for supplies and telegraphed the Seattle Hardware Co., to send them.

They have since replied to us that they were sent, and would be landed 
at the same time with the traders goods on Iliamna Bay. I now have 
word from the West Coast Grocery Co., of Tacoma, that they are sending 
Supplies for Peter Anderson, local store-keeper at Iliamna Bay and I 
take this opporiunity to write you again. 
Your salary is being sent as vou request to your mother, For 
July 1905, as you directed it was sent to the Seattle Hardware Co. 
Karbum's wife and family are on the Kuskokwim at Mr. Lind's 
settlement. Mr. Lind (trader) has a position for Mr. Karbum, if 
Karbum leaves the Government service, 
I send you a lot of blank youchers which you can make out for 
the salary of vourself and Peter Hatta . 
If the young men around Lake Iliamna do not show anv interest 
in hecoming reindeer apprentices, you had better,when you have the 
opportunity, send +o Bethel for such herders as you need and get them 
from among the mission boys. | 
I send you a few Norwegian papers which I have on hand and some 
magazines. I also send you a writing chart and an arithmetic chart 
which may help you to teach the boys some this winter. 
If during the winter you still continue to think it wise to 
establish a permanent station and school at Lake Iliamna, write us 
and we will send in school supplies next spring, 
The Commissioner is well satisfied with your work. I enclose 
you the present Rules that govern the apprentices ° If the young 
Eskimo that you may be trying, do not take an interest in the reindeer 
and do not show care and progress in learning, do not keep them but try 
some one else. We can not afford to train young men for reindeer 


herders who do not take an interest in the work and who will not make 


Se 

good herders, In feeding the herders, use as much of the food of the 
country as possible and thereby lessen the expenses of sending in food 
from the States. Have the employees catch and use fish as largely as 
possible, also ptarmigan, rabbits and wild meat. In other words, 

keep them as much as possible on the produce of the country. Every 
pound of the white man's food that you give the #skimo apprentices is 
a positive iniune: for when in after years they have herds of their 
own, they wild not be able to procure white man's food. 

You are also permitted, occasionally, to kill a limited number 
of male deer, not exceeding 14, and none under a year of age, during 
the present year, for food for the apprentices. Give special atten- 

tion to breaking and training sled deer, 

Keep up good courage. The letters sent you suggesting the 
possible position of superintendent at Unalakleet is changed by the 
new conditions, as we can not spare you from the oversight of the herd 
at Take Iliamna,.

Since writing the above, yours of October 10th is received. I 
am sorry for the trouble Mr. Karhum is having in getting his family. 
Mrs. Karbum insisted on going up to Mr. Lind's place against the advice 
and even remonstrances of Mr. Stecker of Bethel. Consequently Mr. 
Stecker is not to blame. I do not know whether the Commissioner of 
rddeae ion will allow clothing in the Karbum agreement or not, 

I enclose you a reindeer map of Alaska --- which will show you 
how your new station on Iliamna Lake completes a chain of reindeer sta- 
tions from Point Barrow to Iliamna Bay --- or from frozen North to 


open water on Cook Inlet.

IT also enclose you passages from the Commissioner's Annual State- 
ment (not yet in print) showing the importance which we attach to this 
chain of stations. 

When you have plenty of fish and wild meat do not issue any 
Canned or salted meats as rations. 

We have had to close the Bettles reindeer herd for the reason 
that it was too expensive providing the herders with rations at Bettles~ 
That herd will be driven south to Tanana where provisions are cheaper. 
Thus at Iliamna, we will have to give up the station, unless you can 
keep the expenses down. As said before, as far as possible keep the 

herders on fish, wild fowl and wild meat, ; 

Also be vigilan® that the herders do not divide their rations 
with the sourrounding natives.

You will note that no satisfactory opinion covering my par- 
ticular case is expressed in the reply of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs, and that I am referred to the Bureau of Education for further 
information. Knowing that you are personally familiar with my an- 
tecedents (possibly more familiar with them than I, myself), I have 
thought it wise to refer the whole matter to you for your opinion and 
advice. 

The Commissioner refers, in his letter, to several dis- 
cussions on this subject, most of which appear to be Government re- 
ports. Can not such reports be obtained free of charge? If so, 
please be good enough to advise me from whom they may be obtained. I 
am much interested in this subject, and would like to study it carefully. 

I shall, of course, be grateful for any attention you may 


give this matter, and I trust you will be able to suggest some course

Permit me to call your attention to the following extract from 
the monthly school report for September,1905, written by Miss Hannah 
E. Breece, teacher of the Government school at Afognak, Alaska. 

"There is also a little Aleut or Indian girl about ten years of 
age, living next. door to,'the school in the home of Peter Chichenoff,Sr. 
When I asked him why he did not send her to the school, he ‘answered, 
"Ingun girl. My nigger. All samy dog. She workem mes" 

My heart often aches for the little slave, but I can do nothing 
for her. They send their own daughters (3) but will not consent 
to spare "Nas-ti-a" for even one half of each day. " 

Now that the Government is investigating alleged cases of slavery 
at Unalaska, I think that this case should also be investigated and 
if the conditions are found as represented{I have no doubt that the 
representations are correct) I would respectfully suggest that the 
girl be taken, not only from Mr. Chichenoff, but that she also be 
taken off of that island and be placed in the Orphanage on Wood Island. 
If she is left on Afognak Island. she will always be discriminated 
against.

of 600 pupils, including Alaskan Indians at the Indian Sehool, 
galen, Oregon, $200,200,00," This will accomplish the desired end,

Congress certainly is willing for the children to come as is 
evidenced by the 7th Section of the Oushman Bill, but owing to the 
decision of the Treamiry Department it was mled that no specified 
appropriation had been made. Judging from the remarks that have beer 
made on the floor of Congress and those who are opposed to this 
idea it has been maintained that the expense of transvortation 
would be very great, but from our experience we know that the great 
bulk of the children coming here reach Seattle for $10 to $14 fares, 
which is cheaper rate than a great many of the pupils get from 
bther points in the State. 

Then too, the situation is such that there are a great 
nuuber of Indian young men and women and their parents in Alaska, 
who are anxious to have them educated and vould gladly pay their 
fare to the school in order that they may receive the benefits 
therein, and I feel sire that we could get a large mumber of the 
most desirable pupils to come to Chemawa and pay their ovn trans 
portation. This is the mest desirable class of pupils as they are 
ambitious and anxious for an education. I feel sure that with your 
cooperation that we will have no trouble in securing this necessary 
legislation. Senator Fulton of this State has assured us that he 
will do all that he possibly can along these lines.

\-deer into Newfoundland or habrador. 
some people are of opinion that our Caribou could be 
trained to perform the same service but I should judge that 
being a 1 dagen and heaver animal it yould not be so well 
adapted for travelling over deep snow.
